WORLD'S GOLD SUPPLE 


A London despatch saya the world’s 
gold supply for 194 is estimated to have 
been the largest on record. The entire 
yleld is reported to be na f{ llows:

The probabilities are in favor of an 
increasing supply in the next five yeare, 
during which time it may rise to $450,- 
000,000 yearly. The increase wil! come 
from the Transvaal, which promises to 
yield $150,000,000 annually, which will 
put that country ahead of all othere ae 
a auvurce of gold supply. This hae an 
important bearing upon the financial 
conditions of the Tranevaal. If this 
supply of gold meets expectation, there 
ia a goud prospect of the debt due by 
the Transvaal to Great Britaiu being re- 
duced, if not liquidated. 

The Klondike is regarded as having 
seen ite beet days, so also Rossland, Col- 
orado and Australia are on the down 
yrade ae gold producers. Now the mines 
are ehowing signs of exhaustion, low 
grade ores are being worked, which, at 
one time, were deemed practically val- 
ueless, Of the world’s total gold supply 
in 1904, 56.5 per cent came from the 
Rritish Empire, and if the Transvaal 
yielde as anticipated the percentage will 
rise to 59 per cent.
